Snow may last IS 
until weekend fr 


WEATHER experts are warning Northamp¬ 
tonshire will be hit by daily snowstorms 
until the weekend. 

Up to eight inches of snow was predicted to fall on 
parts of the county overnight as Arctic conditions 
swept across the country. 

The Met Office issued an emergency weather 
warning for Northamptonshire on Tuesday, saying 
roads could become treacherous. 

The forecast warned: “Outbreaks of snow will 
turn heavy and overnight giving fresh accumula¬ 
tions of 10cm to 15cm in places and perhaps locally 
in excess of 20cm. This could cause widespread dis¬ 
ruption to transport.” 

Meteorologists at Pitsford Hall Weather Station, 
near Northampton, predicted temperatures would 
plummet even further tonight, falling to -5°C. 

They predicted further snowfall every day until 
the weekend at the earliest. 

The weather report warned snow combined 
with freezing temperatures would result in “lethal 
stretches” on some untreated minor roads and 
pavements. 

Northamptonshire County Council has already 
predicted that the county’s stockpiles of salt and grit 
are expected to last long enough to keep the county’s 
major roads safe. 

The county’s fleet of gritters have been placed 
on emergency standby and had already been fitted 
with snow ploughs. 

Police issued a public warning yesterday, urging 
motorists to drive carefully, especially on untreated 
roads. A police spokesman said: “The freezing tem¬ 
peratures mean that ice can be a particular issue 
whether snow has fallen or not, and so it is extreme¬ 
ly important that people alter their driving habits 
accordingly.”

PARENTS and dog walkers have 
been warned to steer clear of fro¬ 
zen lakes to avoid potential trag¬ 
edy. 

The sub-zero temperatures have 
left many lakes in Northampton¬ 
shire completely frozen over. 

And following the tragic death 
of two men on a lake in Northamp¬ 
tonshire last month, people are be¬ 
ing urged to stay off the ice. 

Peter Cornall, from the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Ac¬ 
cidents (RoSPA) said: “Winter is a 
great time for children and adults 
to get out and about, but ice-re¬ 
lated drownings are entirely and 
easily preventable. Be very careful 
around the edges of lakes because 
snow can obscure them, and keep 
your dog on a lead. 

“Although frozen water can look 
tempting, there’s simply no way of 
knowing whether it will hold your 
weight and by the time you find out 
that it won’t, it’s often too late. 

“Children are among those 
most at risk because frozen lakes 
present natural ice skating oppor¬ 
tunities.” 

Mr Cornall added: “In addition 
to keeping dogs on leads, it also 
makes sense to avoid throwing 
sticks or balls on to the ice for 
them to retrieve.” 

Schools across the county are 
also bracing themselves for the ex¬ 
pected blanket of snow this week.

Store puts 



NORTHAMPTON¬ 
SHIRE’S air ambulance 
was sent on almost 400 
life-saving missions last 
year, the service has re¬ 
vealed. 

The Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance (WNAA) was 
scrambled on 390 occa¬ 
sions during the past 12 
months, with the majori¬ 
ty of calls to serious road 
accidents. 

The helicopter, which 
costs more than £4,000 
a day to fund, also at¬ 
tended reports of serious 
falls, heart attacks, in¬ 
cidents of drowning and 
sporting injuries. 

Of the 390 calls re¬ 
ceived by operators, 101 
call-outs were to acci¬ 
dents in Northampton. 

Among the logged ac¬ 
cidents was a van fire, 
reports of a victim with 
burns, as well as indus¬ 
trial and agricultural ac¬ 
cidents in Northampton. 

The ambulance was 


called to the Ml motor¬ 
way on seven occasions. 

Tracy Grunwell, fun¬ 
draising manager for 
WNAA, said: “2009 has 
certainly been a great 
year for WNAA with 
hundreds of life-saving 
missions, many wonder¬ 
ful rescue stories, lots 
of exciting events and 
a host of top celebri¬ 
ties supporting us such 
as Colin Salmon, Ross 
Kemp and Jo Brand.” 

She said the task of 
raising the annual £1.5 


million required to keep 
the air ambulance in the 
skies was getting harder 
and harder because of 
the recession. 

She said: “This is defi¬ 
nitely a difficult econom¬ 
ic climate and as a regis¬ 
tered charity it costs us 
over £1.5 million a year 
to keep on flying and sav¬ 
ing lives.”

in new bid 



* BUDGET supermarket 
giant Aldi is expected to 
reveal new plans for a 
proposed store in the cen¬ 
tre of Northampton after 
the company's previous 
scheme was criticised by 
councillors. 

The firm revealed plans to 
build a new supermarket close to 
The Trumpet pub in Wellingbor¬ 
ough Road in June last year. 

They were immediately met 
with opposition from rivals Lidl, 
which has a store in the nearby 
Weston Favell Shopping Centre 
and Legal and General, which 
owns the Grosvenor Centre shop¬ 
ping mall in the middle of North¬ 
ampton. 

When members of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council’s planning 
committee discussed the plans at 
the end of last year, councillors 
also said they were not happy 
with the simple design of the pro¬ 
posed supermarket. 

In response to their concerns, 
a ‘design workshop’ was held 
with representatives from Aldi, 
the borough council and the West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation (WNDC). 

Following the workshop, Aldi 
is expected to reveal a new plan 
for the supermarket which it 
hopes will fit in better with the 
historic buildings it would neigh¬ 
bour. 

In a report on the scheme, 
which will be seen by councillors 
next week, borough council plan¬ 
ning officer, Ben Clarke, said he 
expected the updated designs to 
be published within the next few 
days. 

He said: “Although the design 
workshop was found to be a posi¬ 
tive process, no revised drawings 
have yet been submitted. 

“However, it is anticipated the 
drawings will be received.” 


Concerns raised about the 
planned supermarket include the 
way it would fit in with neigh¬ 
bouring buildings and the look of 
the planned car park. 

Mr Clarke said: “The exist¬ 
ing buildings which front onto 
Wellingborough Road are of a 
high quality design. 

“But because of the signifi¬ 
cant proportions of the proposed 
Aldi building, combined with a 
number of relatively featureless 
elevations, the proposal would 
represent an incongruous addi¬ 
tion to the streetscene.” 

Despite the concerns about 
how the supermarket could look, 
the borough council’s planning 
experts have said the authority 
should not raise any objections to 
the scheme. 

Their recommendation comes 
despite concerns from both Lidl 


and Legal and General that the 
store is not needed. 

Members of the borough coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee will dis¬ 
cuss the plans next Tuesday, but 
a final decision on whether the 
development can go ahead will be 
made by the WNDC later in the 
year. 

The potential development site 
was formerly home to a Saab deal¬ 
ership and the Evans Halshaw 
Citroen garage, but it has stood 
empty since mid-2007. 

The site, which at one time was 
home to Westonia Fisheries, has 
now been cleared. 

Aldi already has one store on 
the Harlestone Road in North¬ 
ampton, 

The firm’s new store would be 
less than a mile away from the 
Tesco Extra and Lidl supermar¬ 
ket, which are both based at the

MILLIONS of televi¬ 
sion viewers last week 
tuned in to watch David 
Tennant complete his 
time as the star of Doc¬ 
tor Who and Northamp¬ 
ton's Matt Smith take 
on the role. 

At the end of one of the 
most dramatic episodes of the 
programme ever seen, David 
Tennant’s character regener¬ 
ated into Matt Smith, thrust¬ 
ing the young Northampton 
actor into one of the biggest 
acting jobs in television. 

Watching him in his home 
town was an army of former 
school friends, neighbours 
and family members. 

Northampton School for 
Boys’ drama teacher, Matt 
Evans, who directed Matt in 
his earliest on-stage perform¬ 
ances, was among the view¬ 
ers. 

The teacher, who has been 
a fan of Doctor Who for the 
past 30 years, said Matt’s 
brief appearance gave him 
confidence the show would be 
a success when it returns in 
the spring. 

He said: “It’s difficult to 
judge from the few seconds he 
was on screen, but I thought 
the regeneration sequence 
was excellent. And, as for 
the way he seems to be play¬ 
ing The Doctor, it’s just Matt 
Smith being Matt Smith real¬ 
ly. He’s a very naturally bub¬ 
bly character in real life and 
that’s what I saw on screen 
straight away.”

The Northampton actor, 
who grew up in Great Billing, 
was only on screen for a little 
over a minute. 

And in the tradition of 
Doctor Who regeneration se¬ 
quences, his first lines were a 
little unusual, as he described 
his new body as having legs, 
arms, hands and lots of fin¬ 
gers, before yelling what it 
appears will be his new catch- 
phrase “Geronimo!”. 

Mr Evans said: “They made 
a clear break with all the old 
characters and I think that’s 
good. 

“They’ve set things up for 
Matt to take over and I think 
he’ll give it a real shot in the 
arm. He’s a young guy and 
I think he’ll be a very good 
Doctor. 

“Personally, I couldn’t 
think of a better person to do 
it.”

Create A Welcoming Entrance 
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Village school plans 


PLANS to build a new chil¬ 
dren's centre and pre-school 
in the Prince Charles designed 
village of Upton have been re¬ 
vealed. 

Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil has revealed plans to build the 
new centre in the village on the out¬ 
skirts of Northampton because of 
fears the current pre-school could 
become homeless without the devel¬ 
opment. 

In plans put together by the au¬ 
thority, it said: “Upton Meadows 
pre-school currently occupies one 


classroom within Upton Meadows 
Primary School. 

“In September 2010 the school will 
be at full capacity and will require 
the classroom back. The pre-school 
will therefore be homeless.” 

To prevent the loss of the pre¬ 
school, the council has suggested 
building a new centre on the site of 
the current school which would pro¬ 
vide space for both the pre-school, a 
children’s centre and a number of 
before and after-school clubs. The 
plans said: “It is proposed to con¬ 
struct a single storey building to 
accommodate the children’s centre 


and pre-school. 

“Provision will be made for exter¬ 
nal buggy storage and outside play 
areas. 

“Four additional car parking spac¬ 
es will be formed on the side of the 
primary school’s existing external 
games store, which is to be demol¬ 
ished and rebuilt in a new location.” 

The council has said the new pre¬ 
school building has been specially 
designed to offer a ‘welcoming envi¬ 
ronment’ while also blending in with 
the current primary school. 

Plans for the scheme were put 
on display at the school during two 


open sessions at the end of last year 
and the authority has said there 
were no concerns raised about the 
development. 

The council has admitted staff and 
users of the new pre-school will most 
probably use cars to get to the cen¬ 
tre, but to reduce traffic problems 
the authority has said staff would 
encourage users to walk to the pre¬ 
school where possible. 

The plans were submitted to 
Northampton Borough Council last 
month and permission for the devel¬ 
opment is expected to be given later 
this year.

A VETERAN campaign¬ 
er and voluntary work¬ 
er who was well known 
across Northampton 
has died aged 85. 

Briar Hill resident Jim 
Smith ran a youth club close 
to his home for almost 30 
years and was a regular cam¬ 
paigner for improvements on 
the Northampton estate. 

He died on December 29 
and leaves his wife Bar¬ 
bara, a sister, three sons and 
three daughters as well as 
a number of grandchildren, 
great- grandchildren and 
great-great grandchildren. 
His wife described him as 
both idealistic and compas¬ 
sionate. 

She said: “There’ll never 
be another Jim Smith, he was 
unique in more ways than 
one and he’ll never be forgot¬ 
ten. He was a legend.” 

The former commando and 
Airflow Streamline worker 
ran a youth club in Briar Hill 


which attracted hundreds of 
visitors until he was forced 
to retire due to ill health. 

He also campaigned tire¬ 
lessly to get a purpose-built 
youth club created on the 
estate, organised regular 
day trips for pensioners and 
formed a dance troupe called 
The Frictionettes. 

Following news of his 
death, tributes have been 
paid to the campaigner by 
Northampton South’s Con¬ 
servative MP, Brian Binley. 
He said: “Jim had a heart 
of gold, but it was a fight¬ 
ing heart, he hated injustice 
wherever he saw it. He would 
fight and fight for the causes 
he believed and he always 
stood up to bureaucracy. 

“He was a very good man 
and we became very close 
friends.” 

Mr Smith’s funeral will be 
held at Saint Benedict’s Par¬ 
ish Church in Hunsbury at 
noon tomorrow.

Chevrolet is looking to 
spark up the citycars 


H AVING wowed motorshow 
crowds with its hydrogen 
fuel cell-powered Volt, 
Chevrolet’s attempt to grab a piece 
of the citycar action is called the 
Spark. 

Don’t expect too much by way 
of groundbreaking design or next 
generation propulsion systems 
though. The Spark is far more 
traditional in its approach than its 
electrically-charged colleague, the 
key advantage it does have being 
that you can actually buy one. 

Chevrolet’s efforts to grow its 
profile in the UK market were 
hindered from the outset by its 
reliance on ex-Daewoo models. 
Trying to make the best of a cheap 
and not particularly cheerful 
model range that had already been 
intensively marketed as the lowest 
expense, lowest involvement way 
into a functioning new car proved 
challenging. 

Where the famous American 
brand has been able to put its own 
stamp on its products, the signs 
have been much more encourag¬ 
ing. The Captiva 4x4 and Cruze 
saloon both have something to 
be said for them and the Spark, a 
compact citycar with MPV tenden¬ 
cies that replaces the long-serving 
Matiz, is another model for which 
there are high hopes. 

Spark customers don’t get any 
pricey diesel options but they do 
have a couple of small petrol en¬ 
gines to choose from. The 1.0-litre 
unit develops 67bhp and for more 
urgent performance, there’s an 
80bhp 1.2-litre. These are modern 
powerplants with alloy cylinder 
heads, double overhead camshafts 
and four valves per cylinder. A 
multi-port fuel injection system 
works to optimise the combustion 
process, getting the maximum for 
each drop of unleaded. A five-speed 
manual gearbox comes as standard 
on all the Spark models. 

The Spark is clearly designed for 
travel through the modern urban 
landscape with all its restrictions 
on available space. As is the style

with modern citycars, the wheels 
are pushed right out to the four 
corners of the vehicle to produce 
the biggest possible interior within 
the car’s small footprint but also 
to create a tight turning circle to 
boost manoeuvrability. 

The Spark is 3,640mm long and 
1,597mm wide, so it’s less dinky 
than committed citycars like the 
smart fortwo or Toyota iQ but on 
a par with other models like the 
Ford Ka and Citroen Cl which still 
attempt to offer a realistic four 
person capacity with a usable boot. 
There’s a definite MPV aspect to 


the Spark’s shape, with its flat 
sides and high roofline helping to 
make even more of the space avail¬ 
able. It’s far from frumpy though, 
with huge headlights, a narrow 
glass area and a deep front bumper 
that curves around the car’s 
nose blending with the bulbous 
wheelarches. A jagged “lightning 
bolt” line cut into the flank is the 
signature styling feature. 

The cabin area has some engag¬ 
ing features like the instrument 
cluster that sits on top of the steer¬ 
ing column which takes its design 
inspiration from that of a motorcy¬ 


cle. All of the controls are illumi¬ 
nated in a fetching electric blue 
when the headlights are turned 
on and there’s the usual array of 
storage features including a centre 
console with cup holders and a pot 
for MP3 players or mobile phones. 

Top class safety credentials are a 
difficult thing to achieve in a small 
car but the Spark’s designers used 
a number of clever methods to get 
the results they were looking for. 
To marry the needs for impact pro¬ 
tection and light weight, the Spark 
is built from high strength steel of 
varying stiffness. 


The structures are robust 
where they need to be and less so 
in other areas to channel impact 
forces away from the occupants. 
Various crumple zones have been 
incorporated into the design, 
there’s a pedal retraction system 
to safeguard the feet of the driver 
in a front end collision and an ar¬ 
ray of safety equipment is offered, 
including six airbags. 

The Chevrolet Spark is not par¬ 
ticularly groundbreaking about it 
but with sharp looks, low costs and 
decent safety credentials, it should 
be worth a look.

Mallinder signs on 
at Saints until 2013 


SAINTS boss Jim Mallinder says he 
wants to make the club regular contend¬ 
ers at the top of the Guinness Premier¬ 
ship and in Europe. 

Mallinder signed a two-year extension to his 
current deal yesterday to quash any suggestion 
that he might be tempted to join the England 
coaching team if things go wrong in this season’s 
Six Nations. 

The former Sale boss has proved a revelation 
since taking over in 2007 with the club in National 
League One. He led the side to an unbeaten sea¬ 
son, capturing the National League double, and 
then revamped the squad to establish the club 
back in the top flight last season. 

Now Saints are fighting for trophies on three 
fronts. They sit second in the Guinness Pre¬ 
miership, top their pool in the LV= Cup and are 
well set to qualify for the knockout stages of the 
Heineken Cup. 

Mallinder’s commitment to 2013 will be another 
boost for fans who are riding high after a nine- 
match unbeaten run, and will help attract more 
young English talent to the club to follow in the 
footsteps of Ben Foden and Shane Geraghty. 

But Saints have won nothing yet, and Mallinder 
wants to make sure he fills the dusty Franklin’s 
Gardens trophy cabinet. 

“We still have a lot of improvement to make as 
a team,” said Mallinder. 

“The players, coaches and all the backroom 
staff have worked very hard to be in contention in 
all three competitions we are in this season. 

“But I want us to stay at the top end of the Guin¬ 
ness Premiership and become regular contenders 
in the Heineken Cup over the next three years. I 
believe we can achieve this, which is why I have 
decided to extend my stay for another two years.” 

Saints chief executive Allan Robson said: “Jim 
has turned the team around in his two-and-a-half 
years here and the board and I believe he is in the 
process of building something very special.” 

Saints are back in Guinness Premiership action 
this Saturday when they travel to Bath, whom 
they beat 15-13 thanks to a last-minute Chris Ash¬ 
ton try at the Gardens in December. 

Ashton was up to an identical trick last week¬ 
end, as his last-gasp touchdown helped Saints to a 
dramatic 24-22 win over London Irish.

Sampson was also pleased to 
have wrapped up the signing of 
Wilkinson, who watched his new 
team-mates beat Bournemouth 2- 
0 at Dean Court at the weekend 
and will fill the gap on the squad 
list left when Patrick Kanyuka’s 
deal expires in a fortnight. 

“Luke is a good young player 
who is here to increase the com¬ 
petition,” said Sampson. 

“He is a confident lad, a good de¬ 
fender and he is here for a month 
and we will see where that takes 
us.”
